REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon a 
complete review of the entire written record the instant application is in condition for 
allowance. The prior art references cited on the PTO-1449 and PTO-892 set forth the 
state of the art with respect to proximity correction methods utilizing computer rules, and 
the computer readable mediums containing the methods. None of the prior art of record 
shows the claims as submitted. The steps of notionally dividing the radiation in the 
radiation system into a plurality of source elements; calculating a process window for 
each selected feature and determining the optical proximity correction rules that 
optimize the overlap of the calculated process windows; selecting those source 
elements for which the overlapping of the process windows and the optical proximity 
correction rules satisfy specified criteria; and outputting data relating to the selected 
source elements, which define a source intensity distribution and optical proximity 
correction rules. The references cited in the foreign prosecution, and labeled as "x" 
references are being applied to claims of a scope not presented in the instant 
application. The claims in the foreign prosecution that most closely resemble the instant 
application only have one reference applied against them. The Examiner on the PTO- 
892 has cited the corresponding US Patent 6,871 ,337. As discussed above, it is the 
Examiner's position that this reference does not describe, teach or suggest the claimed 
subject matter.
